A complete written statement as to the substance of any .face-to-face, video conference, or telepfione interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
wan-anting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1 , 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case 
unless both applicant and examiner agree that the examiner will record same. Where the examiner agrees to record the substance of the interview, 
or when it is adequately recorded on the Fornn or in an attachment to the Form, the examiner should check the appropriate box at the bottom of the 
Form which infomns the applicant that the submission of a separate record of the substance of the interview as a supplement to the Fomi is not 
required.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant was inquiring why new claims 28-43 were not considered 
part of the original invention. The Examiner explained that the original claims, 1-27, were drawn to a method of 
modulating absicisic acid signal transductioni using a construct which was in sense orientation. Nowhere in the original 
claim set were any of the claims drawn to antisense or a method of reducing the level of an ABH1 protein. Applicant 
argued that the original claims were drawn to a method of modulating, which encompasses both increases and 
decreases. The Examiner responded that modulating is indefinate and can mean up or down or any way, it is 
indefinite. Applicant pointed out that claim 3 is drawn to decreasing turgor which only happens if the level of Abh1 is 
decreased as is specified in the specification. The Examiner responded by stating that one cannot argue limitations 
not specified in the claims. Applicant contemplated filing a cpa or rce, which the Examiner suggested, but needed to 
check if RCE's can have new material. The Examiner checked with a primary Examiner and the MPEP that taught 
RCE's are a continuation of already elected invention. Applicant mused that they would amend claims to read on just a 
composition comprising the nucleic acid. The Examiner was unsure if composition claims would get around the utility 
rejection. .
